Up, Up and Away 
Administratbn Victory 
Defense Weapons Bill 
Is Passed by Senate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Senate overwhelmingly passed 
a. $21 billion defense weapons 
procurement bill Monday after 
defeating 
10 separate liberal 
efforts to cut it. 
The 91-7 Senate vote was a 
victory for the admin 1st ration, 
which had argued strenuously 
against any cuts in spending for 
weapons The House version of 
the bill was $29.4 billion. 
The final vote followed defeat 
of an amendment calling for a 
$500 million 
across-the-board 
cut in the bill —the 10th and 
final effort by liberals to reduce 
weapons expend.itire s. 
Sen. Hubert H Humphrey, D- 
Minn., who originally proposed 
a $750 million acro&s-the board 
cut, 
led 
the 
fight 
for 
the 


amendment. 
“We’re 
on 
a 
collision course with our own 
spending 
ceiling 
(for 
$268 
billion),” Humphrey argued 
Humphrey called for “fiscal 
responsibility,” a favorite con­ 
servative rallying cry. “Fiscal 
responsibility,” he s h o u t e d 
across the Senate floor. "1 hear 
that time and again. Let's have 
some of it.” 
The closest the liberals ever 
came to cutting the bill was a 
49-47 vote last week against a 
proposal to delay the Navy’s 
new Trident missile submarine 
The $500 million, cut was the 
only amendment offered Mon­ 
day. 
Six of the senators who voted 
against the entire weapons bill 
were

Family Grocery Bill 


Continues to Climb

The squeeze on the pocket- 
book got a little bit tighter 
during September, according to 
an Associated Press market- 
basket survey which shows the 
family grocery bill was almost 
9 per cent higher last month 
than it was in March. 
Consumers looking for bar­ 
gains found continuing declines 
in the price of pork and egg*. 
But the decreases were offset 
by jumps of several per cent 
in the price of cookies, milk, 
sugar and butter. 
The AP checked the prices 
of 15 food and nonfood items 
in 13 cities on March 1 and 
has rechecked at the beginning 
of each succeeding month, with 
extra 
surveys 
to 
gauge 
the 
effect of special government 
controls. 
Prices in general stayed fairly 
s t e a d y 
during 
September, 


despite the end to the freeze 
on beef and the imposition of 
new regulations on other foods. 
The' total market basket MU was 
up in six cities and down in 
seven, 
with 
most 
changes 
averaging one per cent or so. 
Of the total number of items 
checked, 36 per cent increased, 
in price from Sept. 1 to Oct. 
1; 21 per cent went down; 32 
per. cent were unchanged; and 
1.1 per a n t were unavailable 
on one of the' check dates.

To the Editor: Uncle Sam is an 
easy man to do business with. Too 
easy, in the view of the General 
Accounting Office. Congress' 
watchdog on federal expen­ 
ditures. The GAO has made 
frequent headlines over the years 
detailing cost overruns and other 
wastes generated by the Defense 
D ep artm en t. Now it has 
produced a different kind of list. 
Civilian branches of the federal 
government are not performing 
much better. A list of 20 major 
civilian projects prepared by the 
GAO shows total spending of $81.2 
billion, against estimates of $43.4 
billion. 


Glaucoma Can Be Controlled

My mother had glaucoma and 
lost more than 50 per cent of her 
vision, mostly because she 
neglected herself. 
With my family history, how 
can I avoid having the same 
thing happen to me? 
MISS B.B., WASH., D.C. 


Dear Miss B : 
You have pinpointed the 
reason for your mother’s loss of 
vision. Neglect of early signs of 
glaucoma is probably one of the 
major reasons for the loss of 
vision. 
This is particularly distressing 
to physicians because it indicates 
the failure of some people to 
respond to the vast national 
educational program about 
glaucoma. 
There are some misconcep­ 
tions that may be responsible for 
the fears about this condition. 
Glaucoma is not a cataract. 
Glaucoma is not a cancer. 
Glaucoma is not contagious. 
Glaucoma is not a sign of brain 
tumor. 
Glaucoma is a condition in 
which there is an increased 
pressure of the fluid within the 
eyeball. 
The types of glaucoma and the 


fine anatomical differences are 
highly technical and a discussion 
of this does not serve to lessen 
the anxiety of people like you. 


There is no reason you should 
go through life expecting that 
inevitably you will. like your 
mother, develop glaucoma. 


Such fears are destructive to. 
your happiness. Instead, you and 
all other people should avail 
them selves of regular eye 
examinations that include the 
measurement of the fluid tension 
within the eyeball. 


T h e 
ton om eter 
is 
an 
instrument bv which the tension 
can be painlessly and rapidly 
measured. This is then recorded 
on the doctor’s chart and kept as 
a reference and guide in future 
examinations. 


When 
recognized early, 
glaucoma can he kept from 
progressing, Excellent modern 
drugs and surgery’ in carefully 
selected cases can now preserve 
the sight in most eases. 


Is there complete agreement 
about the use of female hor­ 
mones during the change of life 
to prevent the softening of bones 
that is said to accompany it? 
MRS. J.R.A ..R.I. 


Otar Mrs. A.: 
The softening of bone, or 
osteoporosis, is a common disor­ 
der that affects women during 
and after their change of life 
(menopause). 


Calcium is absorbed from the 
bones and tends to make them 
more brittle. 
When first it was recognized 
that there was a relationship bet­ 
ween osteoporosis and a 
deficiency of female hormone, or 
estrogen, replacement therapy 
began. 
There was at first a great deal 
of opposition to the use of 
estrogen, but slowly this attitude 
is changing. Today estrogen, 
calcium, and other drugs are 
being used in association with 
minerals and vitamins to retard 
the onset or progression of 
osteoporosis.

HARRISBURG—Whatever the 
outcome ultimately may be, Gov. 
Milton J. Shapp, should he elect 
to run for governor again next 
year, unquestionably will be a tit­ 
tle wiser and a little more savvy 
p o litic a lly than when

A good illustration of this 
occurred early in his sojourn 
when he announced to one and all 
with proper bugle treatment that 
he wanted created a spanking 
brand new "Department of Con­ 
sumer A ffa irs "—the move 
o b v io u s ly 
designed 
to, 
psychologically at least, appeal 
to the average man on the street 
(the mass voter, that is) and thus 
uphold the clarion call his 
excellency has espoused, i.e.,; 
"We're for you, the consumer; 
this administration is to be known 
as consumer-oriented! *' 


Well, the idea sounded good to 
his excellency—but alas and 
alack, once he started looking 
into the practicalities of such a 
bureaucratic dragon, evaluation 


and common sense overcame 
early eagerness—not without 
good reason. 
The Philadelphia Inquirer the 
other day said "the Governor has 
never explained why" legislation 
was not introduced to bring all 
consumer affairs into the 
originally proposed single Depar- 
t m e n t 
of 
C o n s u m e r 
Affairs—which isn't the case at 
all. 
Said his excellency last Feb. 6 
when he presented his budget 
message to the legislature: 
"Last year I indicated I would 
seek to establish a Department of 
Consumer Affairs. I am with­ 
drawing support for this concept. 
Subsequent studies made by this 
administration indicate that the 
creation of a new'department will 
only enlarge the bureaucracy 
while not necessarily giving bet­ 
ter service to the consumer." 


Most certainly a governor, like 
anyone else, has a right to change 
his. mind—the only difference 
being that most people generally 
think that when a person in as 
high office as governor, with 
every resource at his command 
the average person doesn't have, 
should at least know what he's 
talking about before making a 
publis utterance or commitment. 


G rad ually his excellency 
seems to be learning this bit of 
political savvy, although in his 
eagerness to hammer home his 
pet theme of "consumer orien­ 
ted" he gets his legs twisted now 
and then. 


For example, in announcing 
appointment of his "Governor’s 
Task Force on Energy” to study 
ways and means of coping with 
potential energy and fuel shor­ 
tages, the governor lambasted 


the Nixon administration for 
failure to come to grips with the 
situation and for urging states to 
grant variances in air quality 
standards saying: 
" I pointed out that this action 
. would in no way solve the 
problem of fuel shortages. I see 
no need or benefit to be derived at 
this time in weakening or 
relaxing our air quality standar­ 
ds in Pennsylvania. No data sup- 
'plied yet from Washington 
indicates this is necessary. I have 
informed federal authorities I 
will do this only as a last resort to 
provide for the safety and 
well-being of Pennsylvania 
citizens." 
That’s curious. If it "would in 
no way solve the problem" (as 
indicated in his first sentence) 
why would it work, or solve the 
•problem, "as a last resort" <as 
indicated in his last sentence)?

Editorial Discusses 
Problems of Noise 


NEW YORK — Here's a piece of 
writing: you probably will be 
interested in : 
"The question of noises in a 
city, and especially in a town 
where they are of peculiar 
malevolence, has engaged the 
attention not only of those who 
make vigorous protest against 
them, but of scientific persons 
as well, who are busy inventing 
instrum ents by which the 
vibrations can be carried away 
and their effect upon us 
weakened 
"Unnecessary and ugly noise 
seems to many of us to partake of 
the quality of sin. It is more like a 
stab in the dark than anything 
else to which it may he com­ 
pared. For the deed1 is done, the 
air disturbed and the nerves of 
each individual who by chance 
finds himself within reach of the 
sound waves are necessarily 
affected, and this while the 
individual who has created the 
disturbance has escaped even 
bevond identification. 
"The discordant shriek of a 
steam engine has aroused a ner­ 
vous invalid, the rattle of a num­ 
ber of iron rails on a truck has 
rasped one’s eardrums, the loud 
youth has shocked us with a 
v u lg a r 
guffaw, and each 
delinquent has gone his way and 
left us to suffer without a word, 
and, worse than alt, without any 
telltale mark on himself to prove 
his own responsibility. 
"It is all very easy to say that 
one must be a wornout and 
decrepit individual to be so sen­ 
sitive and so serious in protest. 
"R u t when conversation is 
interrupted, sleep disturbed,, the 
matter becomes serious. And 
there is another side of the 
question which makes it a grave- 
one. One can never lose sight of 
the fact that the noisy individual 
is willing to disturb others and 
therefore to 'portray unenviable 
traits in himself." 
Well, there it is. Just like an 
editorial from today’s New York 
Times. Rut — it was written and 
published Sept. 2.1898 — 75years 
ago — in the weekly East Hamp­ 
ton iL .lJ Star! 
Things, obviously, wore pretty 
noisy even then. What with the 
loud youth's vulgar guffaw and 
the iron rails on the truck, the 
decibels were threatening the 
mental equilibrium of each and 
every good citizen. And that was 
before the motorcycle, the drag 
racer with no muffler, the jets, 
and the electric rock ‘n’ rollers! 
However, all was not lost then, 
and it’s not lost now. The article 
carefully mentioned that there 
were "scientific persons" who 
were "busy inventing instrumen­ 
ts by which the vibrations can be 
carried away and their effect 
upon us weakened." 
I don’t knowr just where these 
"scientific persons" are, but I ’m 
sure they're still inventing, and 
one day the vibrations all will be 
carried away! 
And, while I'm wallowing in 
nostalgia, I should tell you that 
there was a most-interesting 
article in the September issue of 
Intellectual Digest. It indicated 
that 
while pollution from 
automobiles may be bad in 
America, pollution from the hor­ 
se probably was worse! 
Author Don H. Rerkebile says 
that the problem of removing 


manure from city streets was 
staggering. 
"London, in 1875," he says, 
"had to get 1,000 tons of horse 
manure off its streets daily.• 
American cities with a population 
of 12,000 horses (and New York 
had more than 10 times as many 
at the turn of the century) had to 
remove, daily, a 130-ton hill of 
manure. 1 
"A cool appraisal of the hor- 
se-and-buggy days casts doubts 
on the ecological value of the old 
gray mare." 
The removal problem was only 
part of it, says Rerkebile. "There 
were,” he says, "billions of flies 
breeding on the manure and they 
carried at least 30diseases, some 
of them quite serious."

Citizens Disillusioned 
By Watergate Crimes

N EW YORK-People... 
Places... 
There must now be hundreds of 
thousands of Americans who 
never again will contribute so 
much as a buck to the Presiden­ 
tial aspirations of any politician. 
If the Watergate hearings have 
been largely mumbo-jumbo, 
bogged in vague charges and 
elusive denials, they have at least 
made crystal clear one shocking 
bit of thievery: a huge sum of 
money honestly provided by 
rank-and-file Americans to sup­ 
port the nomination and election 
of Richard Nixon wound up in the 
■pockets of callous, criminals and 
their crafty attorneys. 
This wanton misuse of money 
by the winning side in last year’s 
election has tainted the whole 
political spectrum. The injured 
party, the Democrats, will have 
more than their 'usual amount of 
trouble raising money in 1976, 
and probably in next year’s 
Senate and House races.

discredited, as George Gallup 
said in a speech in Indianapolis 
the other night. 
"The mood of America is one of 
disillusionment," the pollster 
said.

Presidential politics is going 
through its Black Sox shoals.- It 
needs a Babe Ruth.

Minh did not keep his word, and 
Diem and his brother were mur­ 
dered. A third brother was 
executed after a. short "trial." 
Kennedy was horrified at the w ay 
things turned out and, by coin­ 
cidence, of course, met his own 
assassin three1 weeks later.

What's New in Books? 


STEP H EN A. DOUGLASS. By

One of the nagging thoughts 
about American history on the 
eve of the Civil War is whether 
that terrible conflict could have 
been avoided — or at least 
deferred and possibly defused — 
had Stephen A. Douglass, rather 
than Abraham Lincoln, been 
elected president in 1860. 


This question, of course, can 
never be answered since history 
decreed Lincoln's victory. But 
the lone-needed, biography in this 
generation of Douglass, "The Lit­ 
tle Giant,” has been well supplied 
by Robert W. Johannsen, 
professor of history at the 


University of Illinois. Now w e can 
speculate, though inconclusively. 
The unfortunate fact is that, in 
American 'politics, the slavery 
question was polarizing alar­ 
mingly during the 1850s, between 
the extremes of prompt abolition 
at one end and the maintenance 
and extension of slavery to the 
new territories at the other. 
Lincoln was disposed to take 
what he considered a high moral 
stand on slavery and expected to 
win the whole country to his 
viewpoint. Ardent Southerners, 
contrariwise, believed strongly in 
an inalienable constitutional 
right to hold slaves. 
What was needed was a leader 
with a national feeling for the 
impending crisis. AsJohannsen’s 
rather long but persuasive book 
makes verv clear, if any leader 


had such sensitivity, it was 
Douglass. He pleaded for years 
for "popular sovereignty,” to let 
the sections decide independently 
on slavery, knowing most of the 
new territories would reject it as 
inapplicable. 
In the campaign of 1860. Lin­ 
coln won the tree states with the 
largest electoral vote. The 
'Democrats were split three w ap, 
with 
Douglass receiving a 
popular vote second only to Lin­ 
coln's but winning only one 
state’s full electoral vote. Even

Some superstitious people once 
believed that witches could call 
down a vapor from, the moon for 
use in their incantations. 
Something far more solid than 
Hecate's "vap’rous drop" may 
indeed have reached earth from 
the moon. 
Many scientists believe that 
tektites — small blobs of black or 
green 
glassy • m aterial — 
splashed to earth about a million 
years ago when a huge meteorite 
struck the moon, forming the 
crater Tycho. 
The friction of the impact and 
of their fall through the 
atmosphere heated and shaped 
the fragments that reached ear­ 
th. 
Tektites usually weigh from a 
fractioá of an ounce to a pound. 
They sometimes appear in sym­ 
metric shapes such as spheres, 
teardrops, dumbbells, and disks. 
The nuggets of moon matter 
have been found in Southeast 
Asia, Australia, the Ivory Coast, 
Czechoslovakia, and the United 
States. Some of the nodules have 


been found on the ocean floor. 
Cave men supposedly tipped 
their weapons with tektites, and 
Australian aborigines used them 
for slingshot ammunition. 
Dr. Dean Chapman, chief of the 
therm o and Gas Dynamics 
Division at Ames Research Cen­ 
ter, near San Francisco, believes 
the tektites found in Australia 
probably were melted on their 
way through earth’s atmosphere 
about 700,000 years ago. 
"W e know how fast they were 
traveling by the way they have 
melted,” says Dr. Chapman. 
"And by their distribution on ear­ 
th we can calculate their trajec­ 
tories. 
" A ll this points squarely 
toward the southern parts of the 
moon for their origin, and 
Tycho fits exactly. We believe it is 
a relatively young crater,’about 
the same age as the Australian 
tektites, because its rays have 
not yet eroded away.” 
Not all scientists agree that 
tektites originated on the moon. 
Some suggest that they were 


gouged from the earth by 
meteors, Others think they are- 
melted fragments of the earth's 
crust that were catapulted into 
orbit by a meteorite impact and 
have since returned to earth. 
One investigator suggested 
that a comet head collided with 
the earth, exploding with the 
energy of a. half-million hydrogen 
bombs. Bits of melted earth 
materials — tektites— would 
have been scattered over large 
areas by the impact. 
Scientists are constantly on the 
prowl for solid chunks of "moon 
stuff." An investigator who went 
to the Middle West a few years 
ago asked farmers to keep an eye 
out for tektites while plowing 
their fields. 
"Know what exactly this is you 
are looking for young m an?" 
asked an old farmer. 
The scientist explained, " We’re 
looking for moon rocks — that’s 
what you might call it.” 
Without blinking an eve, the 
farmer replied, "Well, fella, have 
you looked in your head?”

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When you hear the name Jonah, 
do you think of a whale? 


According to the Bible, Jonah was swallowed 
not by a whale but by a big fish. 


Mistaking a big fish for a whale is no misfortune. 
But it is a misfortune to treat the Book of Jonah 
as a fish story. 


God told Jonah to go to Nineveh and warn 


its people to turn from their evil ways. 


Yet Jonah took the first ship in the opposite 


direction. 


•Rend your hearts, not your garments, 
and turn back to the Lord your God,,, for He is 
gracious and compassionate, patient 
and, abounding, in kindness, 
renouncing punishment 
(Joel 2 :1 3 ). 


The real question is not whether Jonah 
survive three days in the belly of a fish, but 


Why did Jonah run away?. 


Jonah refused to help the people of Nineveh 


because he judged them unworthy. 


He wanted, to see the wi 
As G od’s prophet, he knew that they would not 


be destroyed if they really changed. 


Jonah lied not only his duty; he fled God’s 


compassion. 


Jonah was indexible. He preferred the punishment 
of the wicked to the possibility that they could 
change, lie wanted God's decrees to be final, 
not influenced by human endeavors. He resisted 
the reality of a basic principle of faith: 


It is never too late 
to turn front evil to good. 


Ultimately, Jonah realized he could not run away. 
When he was released from the big fish, the reluctant 
prophet did go to Nineveh, accepting his mission. 


As Jonah had feared, the people of Nineveh 
heeded his warning. They fasted and put, on, 
sackcloth. The king himself fasted and 


sat in ashes, declaring : 


“Let everyone turn from his evil ways 
and from the injustice of which he is guilty. 
Perhaps God will relent, 


and we shall not perish.” 


Because its people turned from evil ways to good, 


in true repentance, Nineveh, was saved. 


That is why the Book of Jonah is read in the 
synagogue on Yom Kippur, the most sacred day 
of the Jewish year, climaxing the ten days 


of repentance, of turning. 


It is a tale for our time, about us. 
Nineveh and Jonah are alive. 


Injustice is everywhere. Many try to run 
away from God and from compassion. Many 
judge others as being inexorably doomed. 


1 ike Jonah in flight, some would rather see 
the corrupt trapped forever than absolved 


and rehabilitated. 


They would rather wallow in anger or succumb 
to despair than reach for and celebrate the healing 


powers of repentance and renewal. 


They resent the truth that God’s justice 
includes compassion. 


As the people of Nineveh perceived, 
repentance is not easy. It is more than remorse. 


They were not saved because they said they were 
sorry; nor were they saved because they wore 
sackcloth and fasted, Rather, 


“God saw what they did, how they turned 


from their evil ways .. 


In the liturgy of Yom Kippur, we reaffirm 


each year: 


“God extends a welcome 
to all transgressors, ready to embrace 


those who turn in repentance.” 


With the Book of Jonah, we also reaffirm 
the powers of repentance and compassion. 


We embrace the possibility of renewal, 
not the inevitability of destruction. 


We exchange cynical despair for resolute hope, 
as we pray for ourselves, and for all the 
Ninevchs of this world. 


We celebrate the glory that we are human, 
that wc are not robots, 
that we can turn in repentance, 
that we can cleanse our souls, 
that it is never too late for us to change. 


C 'onsider the words of the prophet Ezekiel, 
recited in the Yom Kippur service: 


“As I live, says the Lord God, 
I do not desire the death of the w icked 


but that he abandon his ways 
and live.”

was less this year than ever 
before and as a result he lost 
fewer coal customers than 
usual. 
”My bins are filled to the top, 
ready for a big season, ” he said. 
‘ And I don’t foresee any shor­ 
tage. So far we are able to get 
all the coal we need.” 
Kijek, the son of a coal miner 
who moved to Pottstown shortly 
after World War II, said he 
hauls the coal to his “silo” 
where it is unloaded by con­ 
veyor belt. 
He has a coal furnace in his 
home and he has to shovel the 
coal into the firebox instead of 
relying on an automatic stoker. 
“But I'm used to hard work,” 
he chuckled, adding that after 
the coal is burned, he also must 
carry out the ashes. 
Chestnut coal — the lumps 
are approximately the size of 
chestnuts — is his bigget seller. 
Stove and pea coal sell in lesser 
quantities, he said. 
Stove coal is approximately 
the size of a man's fist, while 
pea coal has pieces less than 
half an inch in diameter. 


Over the last 10 years, 
however, he experienced a 40 
per cent drop in the demand for 
coat, he said!, indicating that 
many householders are conver­ 
ting from coal to oil, or electric 
means of heating. 
Pottstown Roller Mills, South 
Hanover and South Streets, also 
is in the coal business but there, 
too. the steady drop in sales has 
been apparent. 
“ T h e 
m a in 
re a s o n 
homeowners are moving away 
from coal is because other forms 
of heating are more con­ 
venient,” said Henry Saylor, 
manager. 
“ It seems that people just 
don’t like to carry- ashes any 
more.” 
He admitted; his own home 
has an oil-fired furnace, but 
only because it was installed by 
the previous owners. 
“ Coal definitely has its 
advantages,” he continued, 
“because no other fire provides 
such steady heat With oil or gas 
the firebox gets cold and when 
the thermostat kicks in, the 
whole furnace must be warmed 
up again and again. Such fur­ 


naces actually heat the home in 
spurts.” 
Saylor said he foresees no 
• problem in obtaining all the coal 
he needs and that amounts to 
several hundred tons a year. 
H o w ev er, there is an 
allo ca tio n on stove coal, 
although demand for that grade 
is not as great as for nut and pea 
coal, he added. 
“Another reason why many 
people are still using coal is the 
fact that it is more economical 
than oil or gas and especially 
electric heat,” the supplier 
said. 
The price of coal increased 
only slightly over the years, 
although it no longer fluctuates 
according to seasonal demand, 
as it once did. 
At that time the thrifty 
homeowner could get a bargain 
if he bought his coal in the 
off-season but that’s no longer 
true 
Saylor at one time had a bin . 
underneath a railroad spur but 
the flood in June, 1972, washed 
that away, so that now he has 
coal trucked in directly from 
Hazleton, keeping only one 
trailer load of each kind on hand 
in a makeshift bin. 


State's Mandatory Retirement Law 


EndsiCareer I of 
Herbert L. Firing hung up his 
long black robe' for the last time 
Saturday, after 14 years as the 
Pottsgroves’ chief arbitrator 
and dispenser of justice. 
Firing is stepping down as 
District Justice not because he 
wants to, but because the state 
m andates the retirement of 
local magistrates at age 70. 
“I still have two years to go in 
my six year term,” he said, 
“and I would’ve liked to have 
filled them out. But. the-state 
says I have to retire so I just 
have to accept it,” 
Firing, who lives on Ringing 
Hill, Lower Pottsgrove, said 
he's really not sorry to be 
leaving his job. although he 
always enjoyed it. “1 know- I'll 
find plenty of thihgs to keep me 
busy,” he commented. 
D istrict Justices Charles 
Dasch and Michael Stigura, 
both representing districts in 
Pottstown, will take Dasch’s 
case load until a new justice is 
named to fill Firing’s unexpired 
term. 
The veteran justice was first 
elected as justice of the peace 
for Lower Pottsgrove in 1958, 
taking office in January, 1959. 
“ I never was involved in 
politics during my life,” Firing 
said, “but a lawyer friend of 
mine urged me to run. I told 
him I didn’t know anything 
about law, but he said he'd help 
me. So I ran and was elected. ” 
Two months before he w as to 
be sworn into office. Firing’s 
lawyer friend moved out of the 
area. “ And I haven't heard 
from him since,” the justice 
laughed. 
Firing attended dozens of 
seminars for justices of the 
peace and district justices in 
Norristown, and always felt he 
had enough command of the law 
to do his job properly. “ I just 
finished a weekly seminar last 
May,” he noted. 
Firing was bom on Charlotte 
Street and graduated from Pott­ 
stown High School in 1921. For 
several years he worked for the 
Glasgow Iron Co. until it went 
out of business. In the late 
1920s,he joined Bethlehem Steel 
where he worked for 40 years as 
a layout man, drawing the desig­ 
ns on pieces of steel to be cut. 
“I was working for several 
years as justice of the peace 
and a t B ethlehem Steel 
to g eth er,” he commented, 
“ until I retired from Bethlehem 
Steel in 1968.” 
Because of his experience. 
Firing favors the recent conver­ 
sion in system from justices of 
the peace to district justices. 
“ Justices of the peace are 
part-time fee jobs, and you just 
can't do the job properly on a 
part-time basis,” he observed. 
•‘District justices work for a 
salary, can’t hold other jobs and 
participate in politics, and I 
think that ’s good. ” 
In 1968, Firing ran for the 
newly formed office of district 
justice for all the Pottsgroves 
and was elected to a six year 
term. “At that time, I thought 
I’d be able to fill it out. It was 
only later I learned I’d have to 
retire at 70,” he reflected. 
Even when he was new to the 
job. Firing was never nervous, 
he claimed. “ I always seemed 
to be a natural for it.” he said. 
“Of course, 50 per cent of the 
people who walk out of my 
courtroom are dissatisfied with 
me. But that’s the way it always 
is. 


"Even with lawyers. If you 
rule for them, you're the 


greatest district justice there 
ever was. If you rule against 
them, you’re a bum.” 
Firing had to admit he 
c o u ld n ’t th in k of w hat 
specifically he liked about his 
job. “ But I always liked it.” 
One thing he definitely didn’t 
like was getting up in the mid­ 
dle of the night for an arraign­ 
m ent The justices take turns 
being on call and he was on call 
one w eek every other month. 
“ But the police always were 


cooperative. They didn’t call 
you unless it was an emergen­ 
cy.” 
F irin g ca n ’t rem em ber 
m aking any really tough 
decisions. “I know I've made 
some w rong decisions," he said. 
"At least, when my decisions 
w ere appealed I was sometimes 
reversed. But even superior 
c o u rt judges a re wrong 
sometimes.” 
*Tve always tried to be fair, 
and I always tried.- to settle 


things without resorting to legal 
action. 
“ I’ve always regarded my job 
as being an arbitrator, to listen 
to both sides and try to settle 
things fairly. If I could do that 
without clogging the court 
docket more than it already is, I 
was all the happier.” 
Now that he's retired. Firing 
will spend more time gardening 
and decorating his homo, which 
he's enjoyed for years. “I also 
am thinking about making rub­ 


bings from all the old bras* 
markers in the area, like at the 
Pottsgrove Mansion and the 
Daniel Boone Homestead.” 
This is done by placing a 
piece of p a p e r over the markers 
and rubbing the paper with a 
compound that will form a 
reproduction of the marker. 
Firing and his wife, Frances, 
have two children, Richard and 
Phyllis Jane Ludy, five grand­ 
children and two great-grand­ 
children.

A congressional committee 
recently approved legislation 
calling for a gradual 
shift in 
the United States from the 
English system to the metric 
system. 
The biggest burden of change 
will fall on the nation's school 
d is tric ts , and most area 
administrators admit they've 
only begun to plan for the 
m o n u m e n t a l c h a n g e 
in 
curriculum. 
‘‘Some students have had 
some exposure to the metric 
system in our mathematics 
courses,” said Thomas P. 
Henry, director of curriculum 
for the P^rkiomen Valley 
School District, “but we aren’t 
preparing to add it to the 
general curriculum at this time. 
"If Congress does pass a bill 
requiring schools to introduce it, 
of course we will.” 
Paul Jones, principal of the 
Upper Perkiomen Valley High 


School, said the metric system 
is taught in the high school so 
most students are exposed to it. 
• ‘ But we haven't begun to con­ 
sider a change in the whole 
curriculum from kindergarten 
to 12th grade. It would require a 
lot of in-service training for our 
teachers first.” 
Paul Cunningham, assistant 
superintendent of the Owen J. 
Roberts School District, said 
that a few school districts have 
inaugerated programs where 
the instruction of the metric 
system culminates in a metric 
day. where all measuring done 
for a one day in the school is in 
the metric system 
“It’s designed to give the 
students a taste of using the 
metric system everyday,’* he 
explained. 
But Cunningham said that 
although Owen J. Roberts has 
units on the metric system in its 
mathematics and science cour­ 


ses, it has not started any com­ 
prehensive program on the 
metric system. 
Joseph Roberts, superinten­ 
dent of the Pottsgrove School 
District, said the district had 
several meetings to consider 
how such a program would be 
designed. 
“ We haven’t decided on 
anything concrete." he said. “ It 
would require a change of 
curriculum from kinder gar den 
to the 12th grade, and all the 
teachers would have to sfudy 
the new system in an in-service 
program." 
Roberts noted that the metric 
system's implementation would 
affect virtually every subject 
from vocational shops to home 
economies 
“ We don’t feel it’s feasible to 
begin a massive program to 
introduce the metric system 
until the rest of the country is 
doing it,” Roberts commented. 


“When Congress sets up some 
guidelines, goals and 
a 
syst emi c method for the 
changeover, then we’ll change 
our curriculum 


‘ But we arc beginning to plan 
for that day." 
At the Pottstown School 
District, administrators are in 
the same position. 


“ We’ve just had a meeting to 
begin planning for the introduc­ 
tion of the metric system.” 
stated Dr. Charles Winkler, 
assistant superintendent. 


“ We arc teaching the metric 
system now in a limited way in 
our mathematics classes but 
not asa unified offering 


Dr. Winkler said the school 
district has been following the 
subject as part of curriculum 
revisions planned for the next
